THREE CITIES IN LENINGRAD 
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Town at Dnieper’s Mouth 


Occupied, Berlin Says— 
84,000 Prisoners De- 
clared Seized Near Go- 
mel on Central Front. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
A Stoczholm radio report picked 
up hore today said German troops 
advancing via Gatschina on the 
south were barely 20 kilometers 
(12.5 miles) from Leningrad, sec- 


ond city of Soviet Russia. The 
broadcast quoted the Berlin cor- 
respondent of the Stockholm news- 
paper Aftonbladet. 


BERLIN, Aug. 21 (AP).—Three 
key cities in the main Leningrad 
defense ring—heavily defended 
Novgorod, Kingisepp and Narva— 
have been captured in a German 
drive which is within 75 miles or 
less of Russia’s second city, the 
high command announced today. 

A communique from Adolf Hit- 
ler's headquarters, repeating last 
night’s special announcement of 
the partial destruction of 25 Red 


® army divisions in the Gomel area 


on the central front, claimed also 
the capture of Kherson, at the 
mouth of the Dnieper River in 


™ the lower Ukraine. The latest com- 
| munique increased the number of 
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prisoners reported taken in the 
Gomel area to 84,000, while Ger- 
man military quarters estimated at 
least 330,000 Russians had been 
captured thus far in the Ukraine 
where Nazi troops were attack- 
ing Odessa and lashing at Soviet 
forces trying to withdraw east- 
ward across the Dnieper. 

Three Drives on Leningrad. 

Thus the German pressure was 
suddenly and sharply intensified 
at the northern end of the long 
eastern front, directly imperiling 
Russia's old Czarist capital, even 
while the broad drive to the in- 
dustrial heart of the Ukraine 
surged unabated around the banks 
of the Dnieper.

City Proclaimed Under 
‘Direct Threat of At- 
tack’—New Militia Units 
Being Formed. 


MOSCOW, Aug. 21 (AP).—Len- 
ingrad was proclaimed under “di- 
rect threat of attack,” by the Red 
army northwest command today 
as Marshal Klementi Voroshilov 
called on the people to rise in 
arms and defend their city to the 
death. 


Voroshilovy acknowledged “dread 
danger” to the city, but expressed 
confidence that its defenses would 
hold, declaring Russia’s second city 
and Czarist capital “never was and 
never will be in the hands of the 
enemy.” 

The population was urged to 
train new detachments of work- 
ers for the people’s army to sup- 
port the regular army. Leningrad 
has about 25 per cent of the Soviet 
working class. It was defended 
successfully by Joseph Stalin in 
1919 when it was threatened dur- 
ing the civil war. 

Red Counterattack Reported. 

The Soviet Information Bureau 
said fighting had raged through 
the night in the Novgorod region, 
about 100 miles south of Lenin- 
grad, as well as in the Gomel sec- 
tor on the center of the eastern 
front and around Odessa in the 
south. 

It reported no change in the sit- 
uation, but the Red army news- 
paper, Red Star, said Russian 
forces pressing their counterattack 
in the central sector had recap- 
tured several towns yesterday, 
seizing 19 field guns, many infan- 
try arms, 1500 shells and mucn 
other equipment. At one point 
alone, it said, the Germans left 
more than 200 dead.

made their first appearance in St. 
Louis yesterday. Motorists who 
drive into the Shell gasoline sta- 
tion at Lindell boulevard and Van- 
deventer avenue will find two 
young women in white duck uni- 
forms resembling those of women 


aviators ready to fill their gas 
tanks, check their oil and water, 
and polish windshields. 

O. L. Baldwin, the manager of 
the station, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that he decided to hire 
women to release men for national 
defense jobs. Choosing them pri- 
mariy on a basis of their personal- 
ity, he said: “Judging from the ex- 
perience of Britain, 1 do not think 
customers will be embarrassed to 
have women service their cars.” 

After their first day’s experience, 
the attendants said they thought 
they would enjoy the job. They 
are Miss Charlotte Elms, 25 years 
old, 5365 Arsenal street, formerly 
a beauty shop employe, and Miss 
Erna Keppler, 18, of 1 - Aubert 
court, a former salesgirl. 

The women will perform most of 
the services formerly done by men 
when they have completed their 
training period, except that men 
will continue to do the heavier 
jobs, such as greasing cars and 
changing tires... They work a six- 
day, 48-hour week, with a salary 
of $95 a month. They will join the 
filling station attendants’ union, 
the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters, Chauffeurs, Ware- 
housemen and Helpers, Local 618. 

The uniforms were designed by 
the women themselves when Bald- 
win decided that dresses would be 
impractical. On the advice of J. 
C. Ebel, and officer of the Shell 
company, he had the uniforms 
specially made.

INCREASE VITAL. 
IN MOTOR TRUCKS 


Big Three Companies to 
Make Proportionately 
Greater Reduction Than 
Others. | 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP).— 
The Office of Production Manage- 
ment announced today that pas- 
senger car production will be cur- 
tailed 26% per cent in August, 


September, October and November. 

The curtailment will be progres- 
sively greater in subsequent 
months, officials said, with the 
expectancy of a 50 per cent cur- 
tailment for the model year ending 
July 31, 1942. 

The production quotas were for- 
mulated by the OPM and the office 
of Price Administration and Ci- 
vilian Supply. 

A substantial increase must be 
made in motor truck production, 
officials said, in order to meet 
vital transportation and military 
needs. 

Allotment of Curtailment. 

During August, September, Octo- 
ber and November 817,000 passen- 
ger cars will be made, compared 
with 1,113,000 during the same 
months of 1940 and 1,560,000 dur- 
ing the four months ended July 
31, 1941. 

The larger companies—General 
Motors, Chrysler and Ford—will 
make a reduction of 27.6 per cent 
while the other companies, Stude- 
baker, Hudson, Nash, Packard, 
Willys-Overland and Crosley, will 
cut’ 20.2 per cent. 

Since more than half of August 


has elapsed, the @irtafiient tor 


the three succeeding months must 
be sufficiently great *to make a 
four-month average of 26% per 
cent, 

The industry has just completed 
its largest manufacturing year 
since 1929, with an output of about 
4,298,667 passenger cars and 985,- 
000 trucks. 

William S. Knudsen, director of 
the OPM, said that after Dec. 1 
quotas would be fixed on a monthly 
basis, three months in advance. 

2,600,000 Cars Scrapped. 

About 2,600,000 cars were 
scrapped last year and officials 
said the total for the next 12 
months probably would not be be- 
low that figure and might be more. 
The shortage of scrap iron and 
steel has resulted in an OPM cam- 
paign to expedite scrapping of old 
cars, but there have been no esti- 
mates of its probable effect. 

Normally, old cars remain in 
junk yards for a year or more un- 
til all salable parts have been re- 
moved. The drive is designed to 
speed the work of scrapping them. 

The motor vehicles registered in 
the United States at the start of 
this year totaled 32,025,365. 

An initial 20 per cent cut in car 
production was agreed to by man- 
ufacturers several months ago. 


DREDGE CARRYING 14 MEN 
I$ ADRIFT IN THE PACIFIC 


SAN PEDRO, Cal, Aug. 21 
(AP).—Mackay Radio reports the 
8. S. Chippewa radioed that a 
dredgé carrying 14 men broke 
loose in the Pacific Ocean early 
today and is drifting helplessly. 
The Chippewa is owned by the 
Standard Dredging Co. of New 
Jersey. 

The Coast Guard said the posi- 
tion reported would be about 900 
to 1000 miles south of here, It 
added that the dredge presumably 
carried food and water. The men 
aboard thus could survive for days 
if the craft were not swamped, it 
was said, but they would have no 
control over the dredge’s direc- 
tion. 

Mackay reported that the Mat- 
son liner Manukai was altering its 
course to help the Chippewa search 
for the dredge. 


REICH HOTELS NOW HOSPITALS, 
LACK ROOM FOR TRANSIENTS

hundred thousand hospital beds 
have been installed in numerous 
hotels and are not available for 
transients.” *

FORT BRAGG, N. C., Aug. 21 
(AP).—Col. Charles B. Ehliiott, 
commander of Fort Bragg, an- 
nounced today that Pvt. John Ha- 
binyak, 26-year-old selectee of 
New York City, had been dishon- 
orably discharged from the army 
and sentenced to 10 years and 9 
months at hard labor in the Fed- 
eral penitentiary at Atlantd 

Col. Elliott said that he was 
convicted on five charges of in- 
subordination by a court-martial.

TO CONGRESS O

Says Principles Laid Down 
There Are ‘Worthwhile 
for Our Civilization’— 
Cites ‘Utter Lack of Va- 
lidity’ of Hitler’s Word. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP). 
—President Roosevelt, reporting to 
Congress on his epochal meeting 
at sea with Prime Minister Church- 
ill, said today the declaration of 
principles agreed upon there were 
so clear cut that they would be 
difficult to oppose “without auto- 
matically admitting a willingness 
to accept compromise” with Naz- 
ism. 

These principles, the President 
added in a brief special message, 


also would be hard to oppose with- 
out admitting a willingness to 
“agree to a world peace which 
would give to Nazism domination 
over large numbers of conquered 
nations.” 

“Inevitably,” Roosevelt asserted, 
“such a peace would be a gift to 
Nazism to take breath—armed 
breath—for a second war to ex- 
tend the control over Europe and 
Asia to the American hemisphere 
itself.”

Roosevelt said it was perhaps 
unnecessary to “call attention once 
more to the utter lack of validity 
of the spoken or written word of 
the Nazi Government.”

HULL SAYS U.S:

JAPAN AS OWNER 
OF SPRATLY ISLES 


New Tokyo Maps Show 
South China Sea Group 
That Stretches Close to 
Philippines as Japanese 
Possession. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 21 (AP)— 
Secretary of State Hull indicated 
today that the United States would 
view with concern and refuse to 
recognize any formal Japanese 
annexation of additional Pacific 
Islands in the Spratly group now 
shown as Japanese possessions in 
new Tokyo maps. 

He told his press conference 
that he had no official informa- 
tion concerning any Japanese 
claims to the islands and coral 
reefs stretching close to the 
Philippine Islands. 

In general, however, Hull said 
the American Government had 
made clear its policy in opposition 
to territorial conquest in the Pa- 
cific as well as elsewhere. 

The new maps in Tokyo indi- 
cated an extension of the Japanese 
annexation of the Spratly Islands 
in 1939. 

The seven islands in the Spratly 
group, over which Japan assumed 
jurisdiction in 1939, had been oc- 
cupied by France in 1933, but the 
Japanese contended they were 
ownerless. ⸗ 

The annexation at that time was 
looked upon with some misgivings 
by officials here because it gave 
the Japanese a strategic position 
in the South China Sea, off the 
coast of French Indo-China, where 
Japan only recently acquired mil- 
itary and naval bases.

TOKYO, Aug. 21 (AP). — The

Big Dnieper Dam 
Reported Blown 
Up By Russians 


Unconfirmed Dis- 
patches Say Low- 
lands Are Flooded. 


By the Associated Press. 

Reports which the Associated 
Press has been unable to confirm 
circulated last night in a number 
of European capitals that Russian 
troops had blown up the huge hy- 
droelectric power dam on the 
Dnieper River near Dnieperope- 
trovsk in an effort to slow the 
German advance into the Ukraine. 

The New York Times in a Bern 
dispatch said an unconfirmed re- 
port originating in Bucharest, Ru- 
mania, told how millions of tons 
of swirling waters broke through 
the dynamited barrier to flood the 
lowlands on the lower elbow of the 
river. 

The New York Herald-Tribune 
quoted a London newspaper's dis- 
patch from Stockholm to the same 
effect. 

In London the Daily Mail said 
its Stockholm correspondent had 
gained the information from a 
Russian source “in close touch 
with the Kremlin.” 

The Daily Mail’s version went so 


far as to quote what was purport, 


ed to be Premier Joseph Stalin’s 
exact order to Marshal Semeon 
Budyenny, commander of the Red 
army troops on the southern front. 

Stalin, according to this version, 
called Marshal Budyenny and 
asked him if he had managed to 
get as many of his retreating 
troops across the Dnieper River as 
possible. 

“*Yes,’” Budyenny said, “ ‘nearly 
half a million.’” 

“ ‘Good; then blow up the dam,’” 
Satlin was supposed to have said. 

The Stockholm dispatch then re- 
lated how Russian sappers dyna- 
mited the dam which took: four 
years to build with American tech- 
nical aid and which was at the 
time the largest in the world. 

Authoritative sources in London 
said they had no confirmation of 
the reports.

Morris Bleiweiss, who was named 
by Irving Schmuckler, president 
of the bankrupt Irving Liquor Dis- 
tributing Co., as the second of the 
company’s employes who took $20,- 
000 of the firm’s funds, is back 
at his old job of huckster today, 
and “glad to be out of the liquor 
business.” 

Bleiweiss is a brother-in-law of 
William L. Molasky, one of the 
overlords of the race news distrib- 
uting business in St. Louis and for- 


mer vice-president and secretary 
of the liquor company. Molasky 
is now serving an 18-month prison 
sentence for Federal income tax 
evasion. 

Schmuckler said he “inherited” 
Bleiweiss when he bought out 
Brown-Owen, Inc., -a wholesale 
liquor company in which Molasky 
was the principal stockholder, in 
1935. Another employe Schmuck- 
ler “inherited” from Brown-Owen 
was Alexander Ginsberg, also 
named by Schmuckler as the, em- 
bezzler of $20,000 of the company 
funds. 

Bleiweiss Discharged. 


Bleiweiss was manager of the 
Irving company’s East St. Louis 
store when, according to Schmuck- 
ler, the shortage was discovered 
in his accounts in 1938. Bleiweiss 
was discharged, Schmuckler said, 
but no restitution was ever made. 

The two defalcations, plus a de- 
mand by Molasky that the com- 
pany pay off a $100,000 note to him 
last winter, at a time when it had 
to “sacrifice” merchandise to raise 
the cash, were the factors which 
set the Irving company on the 
road to bankruptcy, Schmuckler 
testified in Bankruptcy Court. 

Bleiweiss lives at 4914 Page 
boulevard and owns a truck from 
which he sells fruits and vegeta- 
bles to housewives in that neigh- 
borhood. He is a brother of Mo- 
lasky’s wife, Mrs. Dorothy  Blei- 
weiss Molasky, who has taken over 
the operation of her husband’s af-

Happy as a Huckster. 

Bleiweiss declined to elaborate 
on the statement, other than: to 
say he was glad to be “out of the 
liquor business” and happy to be 
driving a huckster’s truck, where 
he is his own boss. He said he 
considered his connection with the 
liquor company a “closed book.” 

Remaining assets of the Irving 
company, which had offices at 2206 
Locust street, will he sold at pub- 
lic auction Sept. 2. They consist 
of a few trucks and office furni- 
ture and fixtures.

Plea for Leningrad Defense. 

Teiling residents “the enemy will 
never set foot in our beautiful 
city,” Marshal Voroshilov, long a 
popular Soviet hero, announced 
that new detachments of the na- 
tional militia were being formed 
to aid the defenses. 

Participating in  Voroshilov’s 
statement were Andrei Zhdanov, a 
member of the Presidium and sec- 
retary of the Leningrad party 
committee, and P. Popkov, chair- 
man of the Leningrad City Soviet. 

As German bombers began raid- 
ing the Baltic shipbuilding and 
industrial center in daylight at- 
tacks, Voroshilov told residents to 
let “neither bombing nor other 
difficulties” interrupt preparation 
for aerial and land defense. — 

“Stand firm to the end. At the 
risk of our lives we will fight the 
enemy and destroy him. Death to 
the bloody Fascist German rob- 
bers,” he said. 

(If Leningrad is defended, the 
German radio declared, it will 
suffer the fate of Warsaw, Po- 
land’s capital, which was pounded 
for days by the Nazi air force and 
siege guns before the Poles sur- 
rendered it.) 

Russians Fall Back Fighting. 

Military reports placed the near- 
est German troops about 75 miles 
from Leningrad as the Finns and 
Germans drove down from. the 
North and German columns meved 
up in the areas of Kingisepp, 75 
miles southwest, and Novgorod, 
100 miles to the South. 

(Finnish reports that the Vuok- 
si River towns of Cuoksenranta 
and Raisala were captured put the 
northern drive only 65 miles from 
Leningrad.) 

In all these areas, said Russian 
eccounts, as well as in the Staraya 
Russa sector, 150 miles southeast 
of Leningrad, Soviet troops were 
forcing the Germans to fight step 
by step. 

A midnight communique’s men- 
tion of fighting for the second day 
in the areas of Kingisepp, Novgo- 
roa and Staraya Russa was taken 
by some observers to mean the 
Russian lines were holding in this 
sector. 

Odessa Defenders Holding. 

In the South Soviet troops 
turned back persistent German ef- 
forts to reduce Odessa, important 
Black Sea port, it was asserted. 

Russians reported a Soviet coun- 
ter thrust on the central front 
which brought into play, appar- 
ently for the first time, Russia’s 
publicized parachute troops and 
airborne tanks. The newspaper 
Red star said the attack broke 
through three German defense 
lines and recaptured five towns. 

The Germans, too, used their 
parachute troops and air-borne 
tanks, the Soviet communique 
said, but it said that when they 
landed in the vicinity of a bridge 
a Red army platoon disabled the 
machines and annihilated the para- 
chutists. 

There were heavy battles in the 
vicinity of Gomel, 140 miles north 
of Kiev and 250 miles from Mos- 
cow. 

Moscow again was raided before 
midnight but the German planes 
wert reported turned back by 
Moscow’s anti-aircraft defenses. 

Voroshilovy Assails Nazis. 

Marshal Voroshilov’s appeal for 
the defense of eningrad was like 
that of the defenders of Madrid 
in the Spanish civil war and of 
Warsaw in the German attack. 

“The enemy is attempting to 
penetrate into Leringrad,” he said. 
“He wants to destroy our houses, 
our factories and workshops, to 
rob the people and to shed the 
blood of innocent victims, to kill 
the peaceful population and wreck 
the freedom of our country. 

“With our own hands we have 
built the powerful factories and 
workshops of Leningrad, the re- 
markable buildings and gardens 
and they will not fall into the 
hands of the German robbers. 

“It is not the first time that the 
people of Leningrad are repelling 
the advancing enemy and this 
time orce more the dastardly 
plans of the enemy will not be 
fulfilled.” 

Appeals for Men and Arms, 

The Marshal called on ‘city 
dwellere to follow the example of 
the soldiers. 

“Women: Inspire your husbands, 
your sons and brothers,” he said. 
“Young men: Join detachments 
for defense. 

* “Workers: Leningrad will need 
more and more arms s0 as to en- 
sure men at the front shall have 
sufficient arms and ammunition. 

“Workers and engineers of Len- 
ingrad: Work for defense of the 
country, defense of your own city 
with even greater selfiessness, with 
no respite and with the full knowl- 
edge of responsibility of the deci- 
sive part played by production.” 

He warned the city that in addi- 
tion to bombing the Germans have 
in store “yet more abominable 
measures,” including poison gas, 
“Comrades of Leningrad: Today 
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there is no limit to your organiza- 
tion, to your bravery and power of 
destroying, to your capacity for 
holding out against the Fascist 
curse. 

“We can and will stop the bloody 
horde which is threatening the So- 
viet people.” 

German Gains Conceded. 

S. A. Lozovsky, Soviet official 
press spokesman, conceded tonight 
that the Germans have won con- 
siderable successes in the first 
two months of the Russian cam- 
paign but declared “there is no 
alarm or pessimism in our ranks.” 

Compared with European na- 
tions, the Foreign Vice-Commissar 
acknowledged, the Nazi occupied 
areas of Russia are large. But 
compared with Russia’s vastness, 
he declared, only a small area 
has been* taken and one “without 
provisions, containing only 
wrecked cities, ruined factories... 
guerrilla warfare and local hatred 

“Even Hitler and his advisers 
understand that the war in the 
East has only begun,” Lozovsky 
said. 

Lozovsky declared Germany 
would be beaten “no matter how 
many months or years we have 
to fight’ and added that “it 
couldn’t occur even to a crazy Hit- 
lerite that the German army is 
capable of smashing the U.S.S.R., 
Great Britain and then the United 
States.” 

He denied German claims to the 
seizure of eight Soviet warships, 
including a battleship, in the cap- 
tured port of Nikolaev, saying that 
the docks and everything in them 
had been blown up before the city’s 
evacuation. 

He quoted Chinese sources as 
denying China would participate 
in the forthcoming war supply con- 
ference among Russia, Britain and 
the United States.

Figures show that no more than 
one candidate out of 75 signed to 
contracts develops into a profitable 
acting asset. The remainder are 
carried along for many months, 
sometimes several years, at salaries 
ranging from $75 to $500 a week, 
only to be dropped quietly when 
studios eventually conclude that 


| their chances are nil. 


It is not uncommon for a young- 
ster to be kept on the payroll two 
and three years without getting a 
chance in a single movie. These 
come under the headings of costly, 
not noble, experiments.

THE CURRENT . hit-and-miss 
system might have gone on forever 
if it hadn’t been for the arrival of 
a biting bit of Federal legislation 
known as the consent decree. This 
took a whack at the industry’s 
time-worn sales pattern and forced 
a radical change in the whole sys- 
tem of distribution. 

Nowadays, the exhibitor doesn’t 
have to buy movies in job lots, 
sight unseen. Today he must be 
permitted to see each picture be- 
fore he buys and it’s agin’ the law 
if any company tries to sell him 
more than five features in one par- 
cel. That puts the exhibitor in the 
driver's Seat. If his patrons don’t 
like an established personality

Gen. Johnson — 


Thinks Weakness in 
Army Morale Is 
Not So Serious as 


Some Fear. 


By GEN. HUGH 8. JOHNSON 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 21. 

T is no exaggerated rumor to 
| say that the morale of our half- 

formed army is not high. Apart 
from other evidence, of which there 
is an abundance, the unusual spec- 
tacle of a Secretary of War talk- 
ing to the troops over the radio 
on the danger to the country and 
the necessity for their service is 
a sufficient indication. 

The wisdom of that speech could 
be questioned. Grandfatherly lec- 
tures of that kind don’t fit in very 
well with the lusty diet of Ameri- 
can youth. 

The principal gripe is, of course, 
the forced extension of a term of 
service that, somehow, they came 
to understand would be only for a 
year and only for training. They 
know that, for the most part, they 
have not had the kind of training 
modern war demands and that this 
has been largely due to lack of 
modern equipment. 

I know an artillery regiment that 
is receiving its anti-aircraft train- 
ing battery by battery and with 
only one gun with modern sound- 
ranging and searchlight equipment. 
In the meantime, the rest of the 
men are being trained in other 
fundamentals—which is all right 
and necessary—but don’t for a mo- 
ment think that soldiers can’t tell 
what all this spells out. 
Slouchiness, Little Snappiness. 

Aside from the grumbling, which 
has always been the _ soldier’s 
privilege and practice, to an ex- 
perienced military eye the appear- 


ing. There is a good deal of slouch- 
iness and precious little snappiness. 


If there were no 
other indication, the high  per- 
centage of partially trained  re- 
serve officers and the reluctance 
to use, during this training period 
at least, more of our still rich 
reservoir of World War veterans 
would be one tip-off. There is 
some disposition of regular officers 
to sneer at reserve officers and a 
natural resentment on the part of 
the latter. 


I think there is no doubt of the 
correctness of these observations. 
On the other hand, I do not re- 
gard the condition as nearly so 
serious as some commentators 
seem to see it. 


On the gripe about extended ser- 
vice, practically every selectee with 
whom I have talked accepts it as 
necessary. 


“We don’t like it but we can see 
it had to be so—only why didn’t 
they tell us in the beginning?”— 
that is about the concensus of my 
mail and conversations. 

Fine Material in . Army. 

This will wear off because, in 
spite of the grumbling, there is 
better fundamental material here 
than I have seen in the army in 
years of service—mentally, morally 
and physically. 

These boys will round into shape 
with surprising speed, which would 
increase rapidly if they had better 
equipment and more experienced 
officers. This latter fault also is 
one that time can cure and is 
curing. 

Both Northern and Southern 
armies at the beginning of our 
Civil War were, except for a few 
general officers, almost entirely 
inexperienced amateurs. As for 
morale, read Gen. Grant’s memoirs 
of his first regimental command, 
Compared with these boys, they 
were a mob. For the most part, 
in a couple of years both armies 
had the best soldiers on earth. 
All this situation requires is time 
and patience. But never forget 
for a moment that it requires a 
full measure of both. 

Today’s column would not be 
written at all if it were not in a 
hope that it could do its mite to 
impress this truth. To send this

MOSCOW-LENINGRAD RAIL 
LINE THREATENED BY NAZIS 


Thrust in Novgorod Area Only 40 Miles Away 
—Two Other Roads Between Cities, but 
They Take Devious Routes.

S the great struggle in the 
A vxaine approaches a climax, 

eutral military experts here 
are pinning their hopes on the 
possibility of a powerful Russian 
stand along the line of the Dnieper 
River. The Dnieper is the last 
important geographical barrier be- 
tween the German wedge and the 
industrially rich Don Basin. 


The strategic and economic im- 
portance of such cities as Khar- 
kov and Rostov-on-Don is immense 
and they must be held if the Ger- 
mans are to be thwarted in their 
attempt to pinch off the Caucasus 
and sever the railway link with 
Turkey. 

Dnieper City in Danger. 

That Odessa, Black Sea port with 
more than 500,000 inhabitants, and 
Dnieperopetrovsk, straddling the 
Dnieper, are gravely imperiled 
there is no doubt. From the de- 
termined spirit here it is plain 
that the Dnieper defense will be 
of formidable proportions. 

The admission that exceptionally 
severe fighting is progressing in 
the Novgorod area, only 40 miles 
west of the Moscow-Leningrad 
railway, recalls that the historic, 
though now less important Len- 
ingrad, was once one of the most 
populous centers in Europe. Even 
if the Germans reach this railway, 
they will not succeed in severing 


are at least two other railroads 
connecting the two cities, though 
both are very devious. * 

While the Germans concentrate 
on other key objectives, Moscow 
is being spared the horrors of mass 
bombings although minor visita- 
tions are almost a nightly occur- 
rence. Moscow’s population has 
stood up well and less than one- 
fourth of the city’s 4,000,000 or 
5,000,000 have been’ evacuated— 
mostly children. Anti-aircraft de- 
fenses truly are impressive in 
magnitude. The Russians seem 
to_have unlimited quantities of 
shells with which to fight the 
raiders. 


Barrage Greets N ents. 


Observers who have been in 
London say that the volume of 
shooting is considerably greater 
here. Long before the Nazi bomb- 
ers reach the city, flashes along 
the horizon signal their approach. 
As they drone nearer, the defense 
rings surrounding the city burst 
into action and a barrage of ex- 
ploding shells is thrown up at 
various heights in the path of the 
approaching planes. 


From a distance the flashes look 
like a flock of gigantic fireflies 
disporting themselves in the 
blackness.

HE. current i offensive 
T against the Ukraine will be 

followed by a lull in the fight- 
ing along the whole Russo-German 
front, in the opinion of this ob- 
server. 


This prediction is based on two 
considerations: Germany’s grow- 
ing supply problem and the short- 
age of oil soon to be felt by the 
Reich, according to the latest fig- 
ures available. 


In the first two months of the 
Russian campaign, the Nazi war 
machine has expended 36,000,000 
barrels of oil, according to these 
estimates. The amount—equal to 
Germany’s total available produc- 
tion per year as late as November, 
1940—has been used as follows: 


For 15 panzer divisions, 10,000,000 
barrels; for 200 motorized and in- 
fantry divisions, 16,000,000 barrels; 
for aviation against Russia, 5,000,- 
000, and for all armed forces in 
the last two months in occupied 
lands, another 5,000,000. 

Nazi Oil Consumption. 

Now, in the 10 months before 
the start of the Russian campaign, 
I estimate that Germany used 
roughly 50,000,000 barrels of oil. 
Actually, this approximates the to- 
tal German-controlled oil produc- 
tion, figures most hopefully for 
the Nazis, as of July, 1941. 

The figure was arrived at by 
totaling these sources: 21,000,000 
barrels from synthetic plants, 21,. 
000,000 from Rumania, 4,000,000 
from German wells and 5,000,000 
counted on from the Ukraine. 

Certainly the last named quan- 
tity is no longer available for Ger- 
man use. And British bombing of 
oi] plants at Cologne, Gelsenkirch- 
en, Hanover, Madgeburg and the 
important Luena works cannot 
have failed to reduce synthetic 
production to some extent. 

There also is no telling what 
damage the Russians have actually 
inflicted on the Ploesti oil fields 
of Rumania. But if these Soviet 
bombings have been at all effec- 
tive, then surely Germany will feel 
the oil pinch before long. 

For we see the Nazis using a 
total of 86,000,000 barrels of oil 
in the last 12 months—a periou

SOMEWHERE .IN THE MIDLANDS 


LONDON, (By Wireless). 

N enormous, glowing cylinder 
A‘ moving slowly on a crane 

to be lowered into a vat of 
oil from which in a moment will 
issue a fountain of smoke and 
flame.

HIS factory maxes the famous 

Bofors anti-aircraft guns. 
Bombs blew up the railroad tracks 
four hours before a shipment of 
guns was due to leave for a West- 
ern port, and the Middle East 
workers laid them again and the 
guns passed out on schedule.

psychological factor; continual in- 
tercourse between management

the spirit, cheerfulness and work 
standards of the entire body. 


HE experience of seeing Eng- 

land at war throws light on 
the whole question of management 
and labor relationships. What 
stands out in brilliant clarity is 
that even such things as fatigue 
are largely psychological; that men 
and women will work beyond any 
normal powers for what they con- 
sider necessary and essential to 
the whole people; that they will 
drive : machines, but will not be 
driven by them; that equality of 
effort, sacrifice and danger takes 
the sting out of all of them and 


ity to the individual and to the 
group brings out more energy 
than any slave driver can create. 


NGLAND has not been able to 

keep up the same amount of 
effort at all times. Always since 
the war began it has been way 
above normal. But in the days 
of Dunkerque and the months that 
followed it was superhuman be- 
cause the worker?’ knew the fate 
of Britain was immediately at 
stake. 


Both management and workers 
testify that in those days men 
and women worked at a speed over 
stretches of time and with an effi- 
ciency that baffled all standards. 
They fought, as it were, a hand-to- 
hand combat with the enemy at 
their machines and did not even 
seem tired. 


As England regained her equi- 
librium and settled down to the 
war this super-human standard 
relaxed to a steadier output, more 
organized and less fantastic. 


Were a crisis of commensurate 
proportions to come again it is 
possible the same energies would 
be released.

GANTZ FIRM REJECTED 


Bankruptcy Referee Says Brok- 
erage Company Is Too 
- Discredited. 


Referee i). Bankruptcy Elmer E. 
Pearcy, in denying confirmation of 
the plan for recrzanization of the 
brokerage firm of G. A. Gantz & 
Co., whose head, Gordon A. Gantz, 
ig under sentence of four years 
for mai’ fraud ad violation o7 the 
Securities Exchange Act, sald to- 
day that company had been go 
discredited, through Gantz, that it 
could not successfuily operate un- 
der the plan. 

The proposed plar, which had 
the unanimous approval c_the 
customer creditors, prov:ded that 
Gantz was to continue to be in 
charge of the company’s affairs 
when it resumed operations. Com- 
menting on this, Referee Pearcy 
declared that “the } old -hat Mr. 
Gantz ‘.as ‘on these customers is 
something beyond imagiaation.” 

“It is unnecessary to labor the 
point that Mr. Gantz is not now 
ir. a position to operate this busi- 
ness,” Pearcy assei.ed. “But even 
if he were, the company ‘hrough 
him ha: been so discredited that 
it could not hope, even if it did 
get the permits, to successfully 
operate undo: the pla...” 

Referee Cites Incident. 

The Referee cited an incident to 
“hold” Gantz held 
over his customers, many of whom 
stand to lose heavily through his 
handling of their trading accounts. 
After Gantz’s conviction by a jury 
in United States District Court 
June 20, an attorney for a creditor 
asked leave to withdraw his ac- 
ceptance of the plan, the Referee 
related. 

On the day of the hearing, 
Pearcy said, the attorney inférmed 
him that the customer, after hav- 
ing had a talk with Gantz, had 
instructed him to withdraw the 
motion and to let the acceptance 
stand. 

Pearcy declared the Bankruptcy 
Act did not contemplate super- 
vision by the court of a reorgani- 
zation plan “impossible of.perform- 
ance and so confused as: to make 
its provisions difficult to under- 
stand.” He pointed out the act 
gave him the right to refuse to 
confirm a plan, even though all 
parties accepted it, if it is “self- 
evident that such a plan would 
constitute a fraud on the public,” 
or for any other similar reason. 

Claims against the Gantz firm, 
on file in Bankruptcy Court, total 
$68,183, including $66,447 in claims 
filed by customers, 

Gantz.is at liberty on an $8000 
appeal bond. In his trial, the Gov- 
ernment charged he operated a 
bucket shop, that he bought and 
sold securities for customers with- 
out their consent and that he 
mailed them notices of transac- 
tions he had not actually per- 
formed.

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Patrol Bomber

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AN ATLANTIC BASE, Aug. 20. 
HIS correspondent is higher’n a kite as he writes this. 
T Higher’n two or three kites, to be truthful, because he 
is riding in a PBY Bomber as it moseys around over the 
Atlantic at 200 miles per hour on patrol duty. I can’t tell you 
where I am, for two reasons. In 
the first place, I don’t know. The 
Atlantic Ocean has few distin- 
guishing landmarks. It looks the 
same all over to me. You know, 
blue and wet and salty and all 
wrinkled up -with ripples that 
have the same profile and finger- 
print. In the second place, even 
if I knew, the Navy wouldn't let 
me tell you. A man with a hard 
face and lots of gold braid told 
me to keep. my whereabouts to

I AM TAKING this trip because I want to get a working 
view of a sister plane of the one that tracked down the Bis- 
marck and led the British ships in for the kill. The British 
have criticised some of the planes we have sent them, but 
the PBY, which they have termed the Catalina, has received 
nothing but praise. The PBY is. about the size of a house

but not large enough to have airs. It is between log cabin 
and bungalow in size, and if parked on a corner lot would 
mark its owner as one who gave his family the comforts but 
not the luxuries.

The Navy asked me not 
to tell you the caliber of the guns, so I will oblige by simply 
describing them as of about the same size that the tanks I 
saw at Fort Benning carried. And that they make a whack 
of a racket when fired. About two paragraphs ago (which 
may partially explain my jerky prose style)) the gunners cut 
loose at an imaginary enemy for practice, and with the first 
outburst of rat-a-tat my first impulse was to drop to the 
floor and yell “Kamerad” or whatever it is that you yell 
when you are scared to death at 10,000 feet.

DURING ALL this the PBY rode as steadily as a trans- 

eontinental transport, and even when the “battle” was at its 
height a hostess could have walked the length of the ship 
with a cup of chocolate for a passenger without fear of being 
thrown off balance. To show a means of escape from enemy 
tormentors the PBY dropped down from her path in the 
stratosphere to within 25 feet of the ocean. “She rode so 
close to the waves that I felt that I could lean from the 
gun “blister” and drag my hands in the water as if I were 
riding in a rowboat, The big ship is safer near the water. 
At 25 feet no enemy fighter can get beneath her. Even if 
hit and badly hurt, she has only to sink a few feet to ride 
the waves.

in fairly hot fat; then reduce heat 
to moderate and continue cooking 
until done (20 minutes to ane hour, 
depending on tenderness and size 
of chicken. If preferred, add one- 
half to three-fourths cup of ‘hot 
water after the pieces are browned, 
cover the skillet and simmer until 
the water has all evaporated. This 
method is especially desirable for 
older chickens which may be less 
tender, but it is actually braising 
or fricasseeing rather than frying.

There may be some 
doubt as to whether all the forms

of freedom that we once enjoyed“ 


can be completely restored; but 
certainly freedom of worship and 
of cultural diversity would be an 
indispensable element in any s0- 
ciety tolerable to an American. 
I am in a mood to compromise’ 
with the spirit of my time. Liber- 
ty has meant more to me than to 
most people, for I have lived by 
freedom of utterance; *I should 
probably suffer more than most 
people in a regime where freedom 
of speech and press were seriously 
limited. Nevertheless I am driven 
by the inexorable order of events 
to concede that the age of free- 
dom’s zenith is passing away. The 
complexity of our economic 
mechanisms and relationships has 
apparently reached a point where 
unregulated individualism can no 
longer produce continuous func-

perity; it is our manifest destiny 
—quickly in war, but only less 
quickly in peace—to pass to some 
degree of state capitalism in which 
a central control will diminish the 
freedom of individuals in their 
economic life. 

Naturally, being an intellectual, 
I dream of combining such eco- 
nomic regulation with intellectual 
freedom, but I fear that even in 
the mental realm we. shall not in 
my lifetime know again the hilari- 
ous liberty that my own youth 


-and pen have enjoyed. Whether 


peace comes soon or is long de- 
layed, the fear, of attack or the 
compulsions of war will drive. us 
into a more closely knit society. 

I anticipate that a generation 
hence there will have come an 
increase of freedom in the now 
authoritarian states, and an in- 
crease of regulation in the now 


libertarian states. As Hegel would 
have said, the struggle of op- 
posites does not lead to the elim- 
ination of one by the other, but 
to their merger on a more’ com- 
plex plane. 

Nevertheless, I cannot conceive 
of an America in which freedom of 
religion and culture have been de- 
stroyed. I take it for granted 
that such freedom is part of the 
essential meaning of America, and 
was an essential part of the lure 
that brought our fathers here. To 


surrender that freedom, to let our- 


selves be divided by racial hatreds 
and religious conflict, would be 
the most cowardly surrender of 
our nation’s destiny. I appeal 
to the American people 
give ear to any propaganda that 
aims so to divide us; to recognize 
it at once as the initial strategy 
of Fascist schemes; to brand it 
as the most vulgar treason to the 
meaning and purpose of our 
country. 

I do not believe that a natior 
needs racial or religious uniform- 
ity in order to be strong. The 
most powerful empire in history 
required no such uniformity; the 
Roman Empire allowed to each of 
its component parts full freedom

HE present decade may well 
be remembered as the period 
‘of the rediscevery of the hu- 


~ man voice, and professions, such 


as radio and the talking pictures, 
are dependent’ upon convincing 
and cultivated voice production. 
Hundreds of thousands of people, 
where there used to be one or two, 
are ambitious to succeed in some 
line of industry which requires 
this form of cultivation. 

The voice is produced by the 
vocal cords, when air is forced 
over them, and they are drawn 
sufficiently together to leave a 
fine opening called the glottis. The 
length of the glottis in the adult 
male averages 18 c.m., and in 
the female. 1.2 ¢.m. 

Speech is composed of funda- 
mentals called vowels and conso- 
nants, As speech proceeds, there 
is a constant shifting of these 
sounds which depend for their 
modification upon the shape of the 
resounding cavities. When the 
sounds are continuous, they are 
called continuants, and when the 
sound stream is interrupted, they 
ere called stops. 


x * * 

THERE ARE FOUR physical 
properties of speech which make it 
characteristic: pitch, intensity, 
timing and timbre. 

Pitch is the compass of the 
voice. It goes through and points 
the way. 

Intensity depends on the pres- 
sure of the air below the glottis 
made by the air coming up from 
the chest. A simile would be made 
with a boxer when he finds a place 
to land on his opponent—that is 
pitch. The amount of energy be- 
hind the blow is intensity. 

Timing is of the utmost impor- 
tance in the effectiveness of any 
kind of speech. The emotion be- 
hind the speech is shown in the 
timing. Rapidity is for conveying 
excitement, and for abrupt com- 
mand; deliberation is emphasis in 
argument. President Roosevelt, 
as an orator, has it all: pitch, in- 
tensity, timbre and timing, but the 
great effectiveness of his oratory 
certainly lies in his timing. 

x ke * 

TIMBRE DEPENDS very largely 
on the size of the glottis and on 
the amount of air space in the 
sinuses around the nose and the 
upper jaw. These cavities in the 
upper jaw form a sort of sound- 
ing board which give the charac- 
teristic elements ‘and personality 
to the voice. By their timbre, you 
recoghize various individuals over 
the telephone. 

All these elements can be culti- 
vated best by practice and imita- 
tion rather than formal instruc- 
tion. A great deal of formal in- 
struction given by voice and sing- 
ing teachers is bad. The breath 
control which singing teachers in- 
sist on, which consists in throwing 
the breath stream against the pal- 
ate or facial bones to produce a 
particular sound, is entirely un- 
scientific, since the air is gov- 
erned by the laryngeal muscles 
and passed to the resonating cav- 
ities. The result of this teaching 
is usually a throaty effect. 

In voice production the mind 
still controls the mechanism. The 
sitiger when* sounding a note of 
certain pitch, must have a mental 
image of that note. The good 
singer knows how to bring about 
first a mental adjustment, and 
then a physical adjustment to pro- 
duce the tone desired. Singing 
teachers are coming to ask advice 
from specialists in throat medi- 
cine, and with the pressure of the 
modern age, the medical profession 
is reawakening to an interest in 
this subject which has become so 
close to our daily lives.

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One Declarer 


Makes Game, 
Other Fails 


By Ely Culbertson 


T always has been a source of 

amazement to me that players 

who have the experience and 
knowledge to initiate the correct | 
line of play, lack the thoroughness 
to follow the plan through to its 
logical conclusion. The hand shown 
below is taken from a _ recent 
team-of-four match. The contracts 
reached at the two tables were 
identical, and the declarers’ play 
started out the same, but an im- 
portant variation led to a decided 
difference in outcome, 

West, dealer. 

Both sides vulnerable. 
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The bidding: 

West North East South 
Sspades Pass 4spades 5 hearts 
Pass Pass Double Pass 
Pass Pass 

At both tables West opened the 
king of spades, which declarer 
ruffed. At the second trick both 
declarers led a low club to dum- 
my’s jack, their obvious intention 
being to create an entry in the 
club queen, so that the heart fi- 
nesse could be taken. East won 
with the club king and returned a 
spade, declarer ruffing again. Now 
another low club was led to the 
queen and the heart finesse was 
successfully negotiated. At this 
point the two declarers parted com- 
pany. 

One of them, after the heart 
queen held, banged down the heart 
ace with an air of triumph, which, 
unfortunately, was short-lived. The 
club suit failed to break, and the 
defender’s final total was two club 
tricks and the diamond ace. 

The other declarer did not allow 
his enthusiasm to rob him of his 
foresight. When the heart queen 
held the trick on a lead from dum- 
my, this more thorough player saw 
that there was no reason to sup- 
pose that clubs would break 3-3. The 
heart king was located and was, 
of course, now blank. If clubs 
broke 3-3, it would be perfectly 
safe to lay down the ace and verify 
that point. If they did not break 
3-3, and East ruffed the third 
round, that simply meant that de- 
clarer could not have made the 
hand in any event. But there was 
a very likely distribution of the 
clubs that could be guarded 
against, namely, the distribution 
that actually existed. Thus, before 
drawing dummy’s second trump 
along with East’s king, this de- 
clarer cashed the club ace, and, 
when West failed, the fourth club 
was safely ruffed with dummy’s 
remaining trump. It was a clear 
case of nothing to lose and every- 
thing to gain.

Two cups sugar, one cup water, 
two stiffly beaten egg whites, 
one cup lemon juice, one cup 
water.

Slowly add the 
lemon juice mixed with the other 
cup of water, beating well. Pour 
into freezing tray of mechanical 
refrigerator with control set for 
fast freezing, and freeze until 
stiff. Then stir up or beat thor- 
oughly. Return to freezing com- 
partment and finish freezing. If 
preferred, it may be frozen 
throughout in a crank-type freezer 
and packed in the freezing iray to 
keep frozen until ready to serve.
